Our vote for the cease- 
fire resolution may have been 
necessary from the diplomatic 
standpoint. But the State 
Department and White House 
. immediately became aware of 
the unfavorable reaction among 
the people of this country. 

Some members of Congress 
warned the executive branch 
that our acceptance of the. hu- 
miliating terms of the cease- 
fire would be interpreted as 
a surrender to the Russians. 
Questions would be asked as to 
why we went into Korea and 
then got out with no other ac- 
complishment than heavy loss 
of lives, . money and. prestige. 

There would be no serious re- 
action, the administration was 
told, to a withdrawal from 
Korea because of military nec- 
essity, or for high strategic 
reasons. But the country cer- 
tainly would reject anything 
that looks even remotely like 
surrender. 

It is possible that Gen. Col- 
lins and Gen. Vandenberg, to- 
gether with Washington’s top 
intelligence men — Lt. Gen. Wal- 
ter Bedell Smith, director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, 
and Maj. Gen. Alexander Boll- 
ing, Army intelligence chief — 
were ordered to go to Tokyo to 
canvass the over-all military 
situation.
